As per claims 1-19: the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
telecommunications method, comprising: 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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receiving one or more user positioning and presence correlation rules at a 
local controller via a toll-free telephone interface; and transmitting said one or more 
positioning and presence correlation rules to a remote device as one or more rules e- 
mails; transmitting a positioning update from the remote device to the local_controller 
when the remote device crosses a boundary perimeter; maintaining a watchdog timer 
for confirmation of availability; and maintaining a hysteresis timer upon detection of loss 
of a positioning signal or a boundary perimeter crossing to prevent toggling of a 
presence update to the local controller.
